Premier Elucidates Policy 

“Tt was mever my intention to aban- 
don the north couniny,” was the sum- 
up of the policy as elucidated iby Pre- 
mier Sifton in ‘his masterly speech of 
yesterday. 

“Bhe bill before the house merely 
provides for the elimination cf the A, 
and G. W., and I consider that is the 


time.” ‘The premier, however, ‘had 
nothing definite to amounce as to the 
construction of any particular railroad 
which might take the place of the 
eliminated A, & G. W. 

RB. Bennett followed the premier, 
with a repetition of his ‘fierce denun- 
ciation of the other evening. Directly 
following ‘his address, which was -car- 
ried to even greater heights tham this 
speech of Jast session, the vote was 
taken, no further speeches being heard, 

: Premier Sifton 

The. premier was greeted with 
cheers when he arose, an indication of 
the feeling of a large part of the 
house, which was afterwards sustain- 
ed by the vote. 

Mr. Sifton opened by holding up to 
ridicule the members of the opposi- 
tion for introducing their amendment, 
an amendment which could properly 
have been introduced six months ago, 
when the company had not defaulted, 
when they had not let the summer go 
by without doing any work on their 
road. But now such an amendment 
was absurd. He was glad that the 
ideas of the great Conservative party 
were crystallized in this amendment. 
It settled for all time their opinion 
of this affair, even if it had come at 
this late date. The leader of the op- 
position had said that the government 
should have gone to the junior mem- 
ber for Calgary for advice in this 
matter. He believed that suggestion 
that he employed a counsel to the 
government would be annoying to the 
junior’ member for Calgary, inasmuch 
as he had said himself that he was 
always willing to assist the govern- 
ment in legislation.

“Y’'m coming to that, don’t get in a 
hurry,” retorted the premier. “The 
last clause of this amendment refers 
to an amicable settlement. The lead- 
er of the opposition tells me that I 
have done wrong in not answering 
these letters from Clarke, that I have 
neglected my duty.” 

“T wish to say that there was no- 
thing in the letters as to negotiations 
with a strong construction company. 
There were three documents brought 
down to the house. One was the Iet- 
ter dated 28th June. The letter asked 
that the province request the banks to 
pay over to the company the inter- 
est on the bond money. The letter 
was handed to me in my office by a 
awyer representing the company. 
That letter required no answer, as the 
company’s representative knew that 
it asked for something that was il- 
legal.

“T have no idea that the government 
will pay this, but I want that to go 
on the records.” 

“The second letter was also deliver- 
ed to me in my office, by a clerk from 
the company’s offices. I told him 
there was no answer. 

“The third was a telegram which 
was an insult to every member of this 
house. Clarke knew that this house 
had met, and that it was in session 
to discuss this particular affair. Yet, 
after waiting all summer, he sent a 
telegram. asking for an. adjournment 
of the consideration of this 
weeks until ‘he could decide what he 
would do. He knew that the com- 
pany had not paid the interest on the 
bonds, he knew that they had not 
turned a sod since February last, yet 
he wanted a postponement until. he 
could submit another proposition.

COAL. 
Tofield is situated in the eastern part 
of the Edmonton Coal Mormation, being 


je furthest poim east on the G.T.P. Main 


Line where coal is found in commercial 
quantities. For this reason it has an jm- 
portant advantage in the -matter of 
freight rates to the towns east of it which 
are dependent upon it for cheap juel.
